THE NEW WATER FRANCHISE. 


No Two Per Cent. Clause, but Other 
| Concessions. 
When the King gas franchise was 
granted a week or two ago, aclause 
was inserted that the company should 
pay into the city treasury 2 per cent. 
of the gross earnings monthly, and it 
was intimated that this same policy 
would be followed in all franchises 
hereafter granted. The Stern water 
franchise, granted yesterday, contained 
no such provision, and it was stated by 
several Councilmen that it had been 
left out on account of the concessions 
granted by the company in the way of 
free service for public use, which, it 
was said, would amount to a great 
deal more than the 2 per cent. paid 
into the city in cash. By the terms of 
the franchise the company agrees to 
lay no mains in the public streets of a 
less diameter than four inches, so that 
fire hydrants can be connected on any 
of the streets, In addition to this, the 
company agrees to make all connec- 
tions without expense to the city, and 
to furnish water free for sprinkling, 
flushing sewers, for use in all public 
buildings, schoolhouses, and to pay for 
an inspector orinspectors, to be under 
the supervision of*the Street Superin- 
tendent, under whose supervision all 
excavations shall be made. 

It was further stated that the work 
would commence at once, and that 
there is ample capital in sight to put 
the enterprise on % practicable basis. 
The estimated cost of the work is from 
one million to one million and a half 
dollars. 

The main source of supply is in the 
Arroyo Seco, where four or five thou-

PRESIDENT FRANKENFIELD’S 
LOSING FIGHT. 


He Rises to a Question of Personal 
Privilege and Reads a Long 
Paper—Why He Thinks the City 
Bank's Bond: Not Good*The 
Bond Approved 


The City Council met yesterday 
morning, with President Frankenfield 
and Councilmen Bonsall, Shafer, 
Brown, Van Dusen, Summerland, Mc- 
Lain, Hamilton and Wirsching pres- 
ent. 

As soon as the Council was called to 
Hamilton to the chair. , 

President Frankenfield stated that 
before the Council took up the reading 
of the minutes he desired to -speak.te 
a question of privilege. He then read 
the following further exposition of his 
. position on the City Bank’s bond prop- 
osition: 
PRESIDENT FRANKENFIELD’S STATEMENT. 


| Gentlemen and Fellow-members of the 
| Council: iArealize the fact that a public 


| Officer is the servant of the people and that 


all his official acts are an open book, sub- 
ject to criticism. 

You are well aware I have been severely 
. criticised for my action in opposing the ap- 
- proval of the bond of the City Bank for the 
safe keeping and disbursing of the city. 
money, and having been so criticised, 1 
take this time and opportunity as a priv- 
jleged question to further substantiate what 
1 have heretofore said on this floor. 

We are about to enter into a contract to 

loan the money of this city, which amounts 
at times toa half million dollars, to a cor- 
poration which is ready to borrow said 
money on call and pay 4% per cent. per 
annum interest therefor, to be figured on 
daily balances. We should only do so 
when we tiave taken the greatest precaution 
to know that it is a safe proposition and the. 
security unquestioned. 
_ 1 am opposed te the approval of the bond 
now before this body an the. ground 
that it is not ample security for the under- 
taking. “The amonnt of money in the 
treasury at this time, including money re- 
ceived for school bonds, is about three hun- 
| dred and seventy-tive thousand doilars. If 
| Said money is loaned, the party borrowing 
it must loan and keep one half of it loaned 
at 9 per cent. per annum in order to come 
out even. This we must expect. 

The city taxes are collected in, and the 
city has on band the largest amounts of 
money in November and December, and in 
January, when the city is required to re- 
advertise and re-loan the money, the party: 
having it must be ready to pay the full 
amount. 

‘To borrow the money and to be ready, if 
asked, to pay it back, both in times when 
the city has the most money on band, makes 
it very «pparent thatin order for the bor- 
rower not to lose money by the transaction, 
it must, during the summer months, when 
we have but little money on hand, loan it 
very close, or must be able to loan one-half 
of it at 9 per cent.. commencing the day it 
gets it, and keep it loaned till the day it is 
called for by the city, which would be a dif- 
‘ficult thing to do. é 

Now, then, understanding what we must 
expect from any one offering to pay 414 per 
cent..on the city money, let us consider the 
condition of the City Bank and the security 
offered by it.

We would have our recourse against 
them as principals, and, when that was ex- 
hausted, so much of our bond, $110,000, 
would be worthless. It adds no strength 
tor a man to indorse his own note. 

Take from this bond the parties who have 
their property mortgaged revenues from 
which will scareely pay fhe interest, and 
those against whom ther@ are now judg- 
ments of record, and yo ill reduce the 
bond an additional sum of $120,000. You 
need only go to the official records and 
make proper inquiries for the proof of tnis 
statement. ‘Take from this bond the parties 
who have eredit only for their ordinary 
business requirements and are of limited 
means, but who are on this bond for large 
sums, and you further reduce the amount of 
the bond in the sum of $70,000.

The _City-Treasurer’s bond and the Cit 
Bank bond are not to be classed with 
other, in that the Treasurer gives bonds for 
the faithful discharge of his duty, and 
criminal proceedings could be brought 
against him for defaulting. There is no 
necessity of bis making any use of said 
funds in order to earn the amount they 
would cost any one borrowing them. 

The City Bank is holden only for the 
performance ofacontract, and it is ex- 
pected to loan the city money, and will be 
obliged to loan it in order to not be at a loss. 
Now, gentlemen, having given you the 
facts as [ find them, after looking into this 
matter thoroughly, and having clearly 
shown abundant proof warranting my posi- 
tion, you can rest assured that [will vote 
for the loaning of the city’s money when 
the city is fully protected, and not till then. 

AN INTERRUPTION. 
Councilman Bonsall interrupted the 
President, and said that he rose to a 
point of order. The sufficiency of the 
bond, he said, had been settled by the 
Council at the last meeting, and the 
only thing before the Council in the 
final disposition of the City Bank mat- 
ter is the correction of a clerical error. 
He held that the President was out of 
order in discussing a matter already 
settled by the Council. ; 
Councilman Hamilton (in the chair) 
overruled the point of order, and the 
reading of the paper was coucluded. 
The reading of the minutes was then 
taken up, and the Clerk proceeded 
with their reading, while the Presi- 
dent’s paper was discussed in the lobby. 

THE BOND. 

The City Attorney presented a con- 
tract which he had drawn for the City 
Bank, providing for af increase in the 
bond of the bank whenever the City 
Council deems it necessary to increase 
it, in accordance with the motion 
adopted at the last meeting of the 
Council. 

Councilman Bonsall referred to the: 
question of additional security, and 
called the attention of the City Attor- 
ney to various sections of the State 
law, and argued that the law already 
provides for the increase of security 
on bonds, and that such a,provision is 
not necessary in the contract, 

Mr. Dunno said‘that the charter law 
does not ——— the matter, and that 
no law applies to this mattér. 

THE BANK’S SIDE. 

T. E. Gibbon, Esq., representing 
Mr. Childress, addressed the Council 
briefly upon the subject, prefacing his 
remarks by stating that Mr. Childress 
has complied with the directions of 
the Council in correcting a date in the 
bond given by the bank. He 
presentéd a paper from Mr. Childress, 
in which objections to incorporating 
the clause for increase of security 
‘were made. The bank held that it 
was not just tothem to make sucha 
clause, although the bank would not 
object if such a clause isinserted. In. 
the paper it was suggested that an 
amendment. bes made by which the 
bank may be required to give addi- 
tional band in case of the removal of 
any bondsman from the county in the 
same amount, and also that in case 
city funds at any time exceed the 
amount of the bond, that additional 
security shall be given for every $50,000 
of such excess, or any fraction thereof.

hundred and forty eggs a year, aud 
will begin when 6 wonths old. The 
Pekin is a creamy white, by many con- 
sidered the best for the farmer, being 
hardy and of good size, dressing, when 
in market condition, to meet the most 
exacting tastes. 

Many country dwellers have never 
thought of raising fruit and poultry 
in the same yard. They work admira- 
bly together. A row of plum or pear 
trees can be planted along the poultry 
run when the choice is made of a loca- 
tion for the poultry buildings. The 
droppings from the fowls improve the 
soil about the trees, and the chickens 
will eat the wormy and curculio-stung 
fruit when it drops to the ground. 
There is nothing better for chickens, 
and for trees. 

Sitting hens must have attention. 
One is liable to forget that werm 
weather brings lice. A clean nest is 
the first requisite. If the nest-box is 
well oiled with kerosene and the hen 
thoroughly dusted with Buhach insect 
powder, there will be no lice. This 
ineans a quiet, steady sitter, the result 


hen, after she is about to leave the 
nest with her brood, should be dusted 
with the insect. powder again. Chicks 
hatched by an incubator are very sel- 
dom troubled with lice. This is one 
good point in favor of artificial hatch- 
ing, and means steady growth, bring- 
ingthem into marketable condition 
earlier, and at the time when good 
prices prevail. 

A farmer who has raised turkeys. 
many years, and who takes pleasure 
in making experiments, writes that 
charcoal, turkey fat and diamonds 
are alike in some respects. It isa 
fact that more fat may be gotten 
out of charcoal than one would sus- 

ct, without a knowledge of chem- 
stry. Here is an account of one ex- 
periment, from the Poultry World: 
‘Four turkeys were confined in a 
pen and fed on meal, boiled po- 
tatoes and oats. Four others of 
the same brood were at the same 
time confined in another pen, and 
fed daily on the same article, but 
with one pint of very finely-pulverized 
charcoal mixed with their food—mixed 
meal and boiled pota They had 
also a plentiful supply of charcoal in 
their pen. The eight were killed on 
the same day, and there was a differ- 
ence of one and a half pounds each in 
favor of the fowls which had been sup- 
lied with charcoal, they being much 
he fatter, and the meat being superior 
poms of tenderness and flavor.’’
